For  those  of  you  who  are  looking  for  a  general  introductory  biology  textbook  de- 
signed to'-  promote  scientific  studies  of  human  problems^  that  are  basically  -biolog- 
ical in  nature  and  confront  all  of  us,  including  young  persons,  "Biology  For  Bet- 
ter Living,"  is  an  ansvrer. 


The  authors  have  divided  their  754  page  book  into  several  well  chosen  units,  a 
reference*  material  section,  glossary  and  index.     The  "units  are  subdivided  into 
chapters  and  topics  that  present  specific  problems  of  vital   importance  to  all  of 
us.    Each  chapter  is  packed  with  numberous  excellent  illustrations  that  have  very- 
appropriate  questions  and  'captions ,    These  are  invaluable  as  a  supplementary  edu- 
cational tool,  as  they  stimulate  observation  and  thought  on  the  part  of  the  stu- 
dent.   Many  of 'the ''illustrations  have  never  before  appeared  in  a  textbook  of  this 
nature.    At  the  end;of  each  chapter  questions  summarizing  what  has  been  learned 
are  given;   studies  for  projects,  activities  and  investigations  follow;  and  fin- 
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•ally,  well  chosen  reference  material  is  listed  and  briefed,  which  the  student 
will  enjoy  reading.  In  other  words  each  unit,  each  chapter  and  each  topic  re- 
volves around  a  biological  focal  problem  that  faces  all  of  us.  The  objective, 
therefore,  is  fuller  understanding  and ' development  of  attitudes  by  the  student 
through  reflective  or  scientific  study,  which  will  lead  to  constructive  action 
in  the  solution  of  specific  problems. 

The  Units  on  "Problems  of  Good  Land  Use"  end  "Conservation  of  Our  Biologic 
Wealth"  are  excellent.    They  provide  essential  information  relative  to  our  heri- 
tage ,  the  soil  and  its  products,    The  fact  that  nan  gets  his  living  from  the 
earth  and  that  soil  erosion  is  a  national  problem  is  well  demonstrated;  and  here 
in  America  after  a  relative  short  period  of  national  existence  we  have  destroyed 
much  of  our  soil  for  produeti\>-e  use.     It  is  clearly  pointed  out  that  cooperative 
action  through  organized  soil  conservation  districts  is  the  real  democratic  sol- 
ution to  our  soil  conservation  and  land  use  problems.    The  problems  and  solutions 
of  conserving  our  wildlife  which  is  an  important  by  product  of  the  soil  are  well 
presented.    Here  again  the  authors  point  out  that  wo  must  cooperate  with  each 
other,  and  act  now,  if  we  are  going  to  have  an  adequate  supply  of  wildlife  in 
the  future. 

Throughout  the  other  units  of  the  text  the  authors  have  done  en  excellent  job 
by  interweaving  biological  history  and  up  to  date  Information  relative  to  the 
many  branches  of  the  biological  sciences  such  as,  anatomy,  bacteriology,  botany, 
ecology,  embryology,  genetics,  hygiene,  morphology,  paleontology,  pathology, 
physiology,  parasitology,  sanitation,  agriculture,  forestry,  taxonomy,  zoology, 
and  others,  into  the  problems  of  every  day  life.    The  student  must  really  face 
those  problems  in  this  changing  world,    A  better  understending  of  such  problems 
by  the  student  will  certainly  mako  him  a  better  citizen  in  our  democracy,

Trewartha,.  in  his  book,  An  -  Introduction  to  Weather  arid  'Climate,  says,  "In  solar 
energy  is  to  be  found  the  ultimate  cause  of  all  changes  and  motions  of  the  atmoe 
sphere.    Certainly  the  sun,  or  insolation,  is  the  '  single' most  important  control 
of  climate".    The  subject  of  weather  and  clir.iate,.  their  controls,  the  climatic 
elements,  and  the  regional  distribution  of  world  climates,  is  interestingly  and 
analytically  treated  by  Trewartha.  in  this,  the  second  edition  of  his  college  text. 

Recent  advances  in  meteorological  science  have  been  incorporated  in  Part  I  which 
deals  with  the  various  climatic  element s ' such  as:    temperature,  atmosphere, 
moisture  and  precipitation,  air  pressure  and.  winds,  air  masses  and  fronts;  storms 
and  weather  types',  and  their  relative  significance  in  contributing  to  an  under- 
standing of  regional  climates.    The  explanation  of  regional  climates  in  Part  II 
"Climatic.  •  typ;es  and  their  distribution1",  makes  use  of  a  modification  of  Koppen's 
classification  which  recognizes  five  great  climatic  groups.    These  are:   (l)  the 
tropical  rainy  climates,  (2)  the  dry  climates,  (3)  the  humid  mcsothermal  climates, 
(4)  the  humid  mi  c  rot  hernial  climates,   (6)  the  polar  climates.    Air-mass  character- 
istics have  been  used  in  describing. these  regional  climates  and  sections  coverings 
the  influence  of,  the  ■  climate  upon  native  vegetation  and  soil  characteristics  are 
included.  "  "' 

Climate  is  the  single  most  important  element  causing  variations  of  the  first 
order  of  magnitude  on  the  potentialities  f of  human  occupancy  ana  use  of  the 
earth's  regional  subdivisions.    Hot. only  is  climate  by  itself  a  major ' element  of 
a  region's  natural  equipment,  but  it  direct ly affect s  vegetation,-  soil,  and 
drainage  characteristics  and,  to  a  degree,  the  nature  of  the  land  forms  as  well. 

This  book  is  well  worth  reading  and -explains  much  about  our  physical  -environment 
in  a  way  the  non-technical  reader  can  readily  under  st'nad.

SO  YOU'RE  GOING  TO  BTIY  A  FARM*

This  is  the  typo  of  book  upon  which  the  reviewer  would  prefer  not  to  comment • 
Occasionally  one  picks  up  a  book,  reads  a  paragraph  or  two,  then  reads  the  sec- 
tion headings  and  sometimes  a  sentence  or  two  in  some  sections,  and  closes  it. 
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This  is  the  manner  in  which  the  book  was  originally  "read"  some  months  ago.  Since 
then,  however ,  this  reviewer's  comments  were  solicited 'with  the  statement  that 
"this  book  needs  examination  and  perhaps  challenging  for  accuracy."    As  a  result, 
the  reviewer  has  road  the  book  thoroughly;  he  would  not  have  done  so  otherwise • 

The  book  is  not  "recommended"  reading  for  the  prospective  farm  buyer.  There  are 
some  sour.d  and  accurate  statements  in  the  bookj  but  many  of  thorn  only  touch  the 
surface  end  there  is  no  indication  as  to  whore  the  reader  might  turn  for  addition- 
al information.  In  general,  the  good  statements  tend  to  be  overshadowed  by  many 
questionable  ones,  by  inaccuracies,  end  unsound  arguments.  Tho  prospective  farm 
buyer  can  obtain  sounder  advice  from  other  books  on  the  subject  and  from  the  Ex- 
tension Service.

Outside  of  the  West,  unionization  has  made  very  little  progress  in  the  lumbering 
industry  and  still  less  in  the  woodd.    With  the"  right  to  bargain  collectively  now 
firmly  established  in,  federal  statutes  and  practiced  by  most  of  .the  major  in- 
dustries of  the  country,  it  seems  quite  unlikely  that  the  wood  using  industries

In  the  movement  toward  ordtrly  collective  bargaining,  stabilization  of  "employ- 
ment" and  improvement  of  working  conditions,  the  record  of  experience  in  the  West 
has  stern  lessons  which  should  be  heeded  both  by  employers  and  by  labor.

Although  the  situation  is  still  volatile,  the  author  finds  some  evidence 
to  support  the  hope  that  both  employers  and  unions 'have  begun  to  reach  the  age 
of  responsibility.

The  reader  is  thus 
enabled  to  compare  and  contrast  the  economic  systems,  topic  by  topic,  but  the 
topical  presentation  does  lead  to  repetition  of  some  of  the  subject  matter* 
The  summary  sections  at  the  und  of  several  of. the  chapters  are  useful.  In 
addition,  the  separate  chapters  that  evaluate  Capitalism,  Socialism,  and  Fasc- 
ism present  the  strong  and  weak  points  of  each  system  to  good  advantage. 

Portions  of  several  chapters  discuss  Communism,  but  theoretical  Communism 
receives  less  attention  than  theoretical  Capitalism,  Socialism,  and  Fascism, 
because  of  the  absence  of  a  communistic  state.    The  economic  system  of  Soviet 
Russia  "seems  to  be  more  nearly  socialistic  than  anything'  else."     The  United 
States  is  used  as  the  example  of  the  capitalistic  state,  Russia  is  the.  Socialist, 
and  Italy  is  the  fascistic.     National  Socialist  Germany  and  Fascist  Italy  are 
discussed  separately  in  several  chapters  but  are  evaluated- together  in  the 
chapter  on  Fascism  for  the  two  economic  systems  are  essentially  the  same. 

The  use  of  Russia,  Germany,  and  ^taly  as  examples  for  analyzing  the  types 
of  economic  systems  helps  in  their  comparison  and  also  emphasizes  the  signifi- 
cance of  relationships  between  governments  and  economic  systems  as  such.  Dis- 
cussion of  the  history  of  developments  in  these  States,  however,  adds  unneces- 
sarily to  length  of  the  presentation. 

The  agricultural  economist  may  be  disappointed  with  the  discussion  of 
agriculture.     The  treatment  of  agriculture  under  Capitalism  is  short,  and  many 
will  not  agree  with  the  conclusions.    The  reader  who  is  familiar  with  the  de- 
tail of  the  agricultural  programs  in  the  Urrited  States  may  tend  to  question  tho 
interpretation  of  agriculture  under  Fascism  and  Soc'ialism,  .  in  view  of  the 
characteri zat ion  under  Capitalism.. 

■.[..;  :'.  The  institutional  economist .  wi 11  not  agree  ...with  the  .explanation.-  of  in- 
stitutions, which  is  based  on  the  dictionary  rather  than  the  economic  definition. 
"Economic  institutions,  then,  are  habitual  ways  of  reacting,  in  certain  economic 
situations  and  with  respect  to.  certain  economic  phenomena,  some  of  which  rest 
on  a  basis  of  custom  and  tradition  while  others  are  formally  recognized  through 
legislative  enactment."     (P.  22.)     This  is  in  part  'the  same  as  the  idea  expres- 
sed by  John  R.  Commons  that  an  institution  is  "collective  action  in  control  of 
individual  action."     Nonetheless,  some  of  the  examples  of  institutions,  such  as 
economic  motivation,  the  price  system,  freedom  of  enterprise,  and  restrictions 
on  private  property,  might  be  more  properly  designated  as  principles  of  economic 
organi  zat ion. 

The  book  presents  the  comparisons  and  the  contrasts  between  economic 
systems — which  is  its  purpose.     For  other  than  the  student  reader  who  peruses 
and  reviews  during  a  semester 'or  year  and  must "pass  an  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  course,  the  treatment  is  unnecessarily  long.     One  has  to  read  through 
too  much,  material  to  get  the  essentials,  which  mi^ht  have  been  presented  in  a 
few  crisp  summary  paragraphs  at  the  end  of  each  chapter.

"Grassland  Husbandry"  apparently  was  written  with  the  idea  of  giving  farmers  and 
stockmen  the  rudiments  of  the  subject.  '  The  author  discusses  the  following  top - 
y.ics:  The  History  of  Grassland;  Grassland  and  Farm  Practice;  The  Making  of  Grass- 
land; the  Improvement  of  Grassland;  The  Breaking  up  of  Grassland;  Preserving 
Grass  for  Winter  Keep. 

In  general,  the  book  is  written  in  a  manner  that  would  be  easily  understood  by 
the  layman,  and  contains  little  or  no  technical  information.    The  subjects  dis- 
cussed are  too  broad  to  be  taken  up  in  so  small  space  and  still  give  a  complete 
story  in  each  case,  but  instead  the  author  gives  the  fundamental s  of  importance 
to  British  farmers  in  making,  improving  and  maintaining  good  pastures.  . 

The  book  is  well  illustrated  with  half -page  and  full-page  pictures,  which  aid 
materially  in  understanding  the  text.    -From  the  standpoint  of  pastures  in  t he- 
United  States,  the  bulletins  published  by  our  Experiment  Stations  would  'be  more 
complete  and  more  applicable  to  our  conditions.     Many "of  the-  grasses  recommend- 
ed are  of  the  same  strains  as  are  now  being  used  in  the  Northeast  Region.  Others 
that  the  author  recommends  have  been  tried  but  did  not  prove  entirely  satisfac- 
tory.   From  all  indications  the  British  have  developed  some  farm  implements  pri- 
marily for  pasture  use,  which  cculd  well  be  used  in  the  States.  ™ 


We,  in  the  United  States,  have  been  led  to  believe  that  the  British  have  been 
"grass-minded"  for  well  over  100  years,  but  the  author  does  net  bear  this  out  in 
his  statement  that  "to  prof.  R"#  G.  Stapled on  must  go  the  credit  of  making  the 
country  'grass-minded',  and  the  efforts  at  renovating  were  shown  by  him  to  be 
both  slow  and  unsatisfactory  when  compared  with  the  rapid  and  efficient  method 
of  ploughing  out  and  re-seeding."

Only  14 
species  of    grasses  of  the  hundreds  which cp.uld  be  classed  as  weeds  are"  included 
and  no  mention  is  made  of  entire  group-s .  o'£  plants  whiih  have  woody-  habit s •  The 
farns  and  horsetails  which  are  weeds  in  pastures  together  with 'wild  rose's,  red  ■ 
cedar,  sweet  fern,  thorn  apple  and  other  .vo o'dy- p lont s  are  omitted,  ,•  Absent  also 
arc  the  pond  weeds  which  interfere  'with,  fish  'culture  rand  the  weeds  such  as  ihe  ' 
willows  and  elms  which  reduce  .capacity  of  drainage  'ditches. 

Some  of  the  descriptions  are  interesting  from  a  nature  study  poirb  of  view,.  One 
such  description  portrayed  the  .pollen  dispersing  mechanism,  of  the  milkwuvd. 
(Asclcpias  syriaca).    Another  struct are  interest inrly  described  is  the  underground 
Storage  root  of  Ipomoca  pandurata... .  .The  .  treatment  of  the  origins  of'  .botanical

Many  descriptions  could  net  be  understood  by  the-  layman,  however >  because  of 
the  use  of  such  terms,  as  oleaginous,  emmenogoguc ,..  umbel,  and  phytological.  The 
technical  descriptions  taken  from  Gray's  Manual  are  alee  useless  'to  the.,  farmer , 
especially  since  no  glossary  is  included-.         •  :        ■  .  - 

Finally  the  illustrations  at  best  .arc  .skgfrchy,  shoi.dhg  only  a  to??  -sprig  of  the' 
plant  in  most  case's  and  never  giving  -a  .close  up  of  :tii'e  structures  by  which  the 


plant  could  be  identified.    Carelessness  is  evident  in  several  figures,  especially 
in  the  emission  of  pubescence.    Horchound  is  described  as  whitish  wooly  yet  the 
drawing '  shows  raost  of  the  plant  glabrous  .    Catnip  is  also  drawn  glabrous  yet  the 
description  says  downy*    Corn  cockle  is  described  as  silky  but' the  drawing  shews 
it  definitely hirsute. 

In  this  book  the  author  has  in  my  opinion  failed  to  produce  a  useful  paiide  for 
laymen  and  has  written  just  another  book  on  weeds.

The  primary  purpose  of  this  "book  is  to  examine  the  most  effective  approach  which 
e:rtension  (rural  adult  education)  can  use  in  helping  rural  people  solve  their 
problems.    Fifteen  writers  discuss  two  principal  questions  for  several  areas  of 
the  world: 

"First,  what  is  the  cultural  "background  against  which  extension  work 
must  he  carried  on?    Secondly,  how  can  innovations  desired  "by  people 
most  easily  "become  a  part  of  their  way  of  life? 11 

Treatment  of  the-  first  question  gives  the  setting  for  the  title  of  the  "book, 
Farmers  of  the  World;  the  Development  of  Agricultural  Extension. 

Culture. is  used  in  the  generally  accepted  sense  of  "being  the  typical  ways  "by 
which  people  make  a  living,  their  social  organisation,  and  their  value  systems. 
The  fact  that  human  culture  is  an  interrelationship  rather  than  a  series  of 
discrete  segments  is  emphasized  with  the  accompanying,  point  that  change  in  one 
part  of  the  culture  usually  affects  other  features  as  well.    The  countries  or 
areas  include  a  wide  range:    non-literate  peoples,  Pacific  islands,  peasant 
societies,  the  AraD  Fellahin,  Balkans,  Latin  America,  Euro-American,  the  United 
Kingdom,  northwest  Europe,  and  the  United  States.    A  final  chapter  on  the  role 
of  extension  in  world  reconstruction  "by  M.  L«.  Wilson  and  Edmund  deS.  Brunner 
summarizes  guiding  principles  of  extension  as  oriented  to  cultural  patterns. 
In  such  a  setting,  extension  truly  is  a  -social  process  and  not  just  "a  system 
or  program  to  "be  administered*. 

Discussion  "by  countries  of  cultural  "backgrounds  and  ways  of  effecting  changes 
is  carried  out  in  a  related  manner.    That  is,  prevailing  practices  and  values 
are  described  with  an  accompanying  discussion  of  extension  approaches.    This  is 
made  particularly  concrete  "by  specific  illustrations  such  as  the  report  of  how 
a  water  pump  project  "became  a  part  of  the  going  organization  of  an-Arab  village. 
The  several  authors  vary  in  the  relative  emphasis  which  they  give '  to  cultural

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aspects  of  rural  people  and  to  extension  approaches.    However,  as.  the  reader 
goes  from  chapter  to  chapter,  there  is  an  accumulating  evidence  for  the  neces- 
sity of  recognizing  existing  farm  and  home  practices  and  value  systems. 

"Farmers  of  the  World"  is- a  concise  and  •interestingly  written  challenge  for  all 
agricultural  workers.    The  administrator,"  technician,  and  researcher  as  well  as 
the  extension  workers  will  find  stimulation  and  useful  ideas  here.    Some  read- 
ers will  recognize  the  lack  of  more  detailed  description  of  rural  cultures  for 
some  of  the  Western  countries  including  the  United  States  -  such  lacks  may  well 
he  remedied  in  the  future  as  more,  research  findings  are  made  available.
